GENERAL  DISCUSSION 

There  are  many  definitions  as  to  what  constitutes  a 
good  teacher.  Whatever  the  reader's  definition  may  be, 
the  fact  remains  that  our  teachers  have  been  good  enough 
to  retain  for  a  number  of  years.  The  most  conspicuous 
change  in  our  staff  is  usually  that  of  principal.  The  fact 
that  former  principals  have  left  to  go  to  larger  fields 
speaks  well  both  for  the  individuals  concerned,  and  the 
school  which  has  been  able  to  recommend  good  men  to 
larger  and  better  paying  positions.  The  fact  also  re- 
mains that  in  order  for  a  school  to  continue  to  do  good 
work  our  effort  to  retain  successful  teachers  must  con- 
tinue, especially  at  the  present  time  when  young  men  are 
called  to  perform  military  duty. 

The  work  during  the  present  year  has  run  along 
smoothly  with  no  conspicuous  changes  in  the  offering  of 
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our  two  year  high  school  or  in  the  grades.  The  only- 
change  this  year  has  been  the  replacement  of  the  course 
in  biology  by  a  course  in  physiography,  which  the  pupils 
like  fully  as  well  as  the  biology. 

More  is  being  done  than  just  teaching  the  funda- 
mentals and  secondary  school  subjects.  A  great  deal  is 
being  accomplished  in  the  way  of  citizenship,  health, 
child  guidance,  games  and  appreciation  of  patriotic  and 
religious  holidays,  and  for  the  social  life  of  the  school, 
all  aiming  at  laying  a  truly  American  cultural  background 
and  way  of  life.
